sot forth before un Hast-and ‘audience’ tha 
doctrine that it iy good’ to’ ert vegatables 
would appear to ‘bea superfludua and tanta- 
lizing- demonstration. . Ws shauld all like to 
ext vegetables; -but what vegetables then 
shall wo aot? And here we cannot sbelp 
remarking upon the very old nature of tho 
fare which the Food Reform Society offors 
in aubstitution of sheep and oxen, A green- 
pea ‘pio fixvoured with mint and tapicoa, 
with the crust mado of vegetable oil, seams 
a dish a little too much “after the manner of, 
the ancients.” Thoro’ are some who might 
bo tempted to exclaim, in tho apirit of tho 
Fronch.cook in “ Peregrine Pickle,” “ Spare 
us the tapioca and the oil!" Enthusiasts 
in calinaty reform seem to be ever a Kittls 
dull of imagination; or perhaps it in aoma 
wag of the kitchen who thug takes hie 
revenge. ‘What ruined the grant hora ban- 
quet, ao hopefully held some dozen ‘years 
agontthe, Langhan Hotol, was a mene in 
which flenrad such dolicacios as hoof-jally,” 
cortain Lora @auvres, & Thuile chavatine, and, 
to crown all, féiede cheval farci. The least 
prejudiced amateur might ory ‘out against 
such preparations ag thouc, as Sancho Panza 
did ngatnat ‘tho delicacies of the’ Doctor 
Pedro Recio do Tirtesfuera, even though 
sanctioned by all tho aphorisms of Hippo- 
orates. po : ;

new vegetables; bnt whoovor soos salenfy, 
oF scorzonvra, or barbede enpucin; or celorine, 
on his tabla? | In the wide domain of salad 
we restrict ourselves to the lettuce and tho}
